required correspondence. Readers 
of the News will: recall the fact that 
when Mr. Bennett asked for all let- 
ters, telegrams and other correspand- 
ence relative to the ‘calling of thi 
then Chief Justice, by the Lt. Gover- 
nor, to the position of Premier, 
that the entire: transaction, it waa 
claimed, had taken place without 
the seratch of a: pen. “We would be 
justified ‘in - doubting “this, if we 
should choose..to do so. These grea: 
and important transactions do not 
usually’ take’ place without some- 
thing in writing. | If they do, then 
they ought not..: There should be 
black and» white’ evidence of all 
such important matters. Of course 
when. a party is corrupt, and. desir- 
es all its movements. to be made 
without leaving the track of a rab- 
hbit’s foot, this is the ‘ideal way of 
condu:zting the highest business of the 
state. 

In this connection it is worthy of 
note that the so called railway pol- 
icy of the present. Premier, which to 
date is said by several:members of 
‘the Cabinet to be unknown even to 
them, has been all arranged by pri- 
vate conferences between the Premier 
and $ the company’s representatives. 
Whether these’ conferences’ were held 
by n ‘ght, “for fear of the Jews,” or 
not, in some, secret ‘corner of the’ 
legislative buildings, or’ “mid circling’ 
halos of havanna‘zin some Winnipeg 
hotel, we ‘do not:know: * ‘Nothing is 


known, ‘or;’as the Promier: says of}. 


another matter-to wnibii will come 
presently, ‘only the ‘good Lord 
knows.” 

The net result of the request of 
the opposition for all correspondence 
with the C.N.R., the C.N.W.R., GT. 
-P.. and the C. PR. -» relative to conf 
struction of new lines, is two letters 
only. One from Mr. George Bury, 
the Vice-President of the C.P.R., to 
the premier, asking for certain infor- 
mation with a view to!vhe prepara- 
tion of the C.P.R. programme of 
construction for the year, and stat- 
ing that they are willing to build 
all necessary lines without govern- 
ment aid, and a reply, laconic and 
Siftonian to the last degree, to the 
effect that the letter had been receiv- 
ed and would have. consideration. 
Thore is not another communication 
whatever. The Premier states -that 
he had aon interview with Mr. Bury 
and asks us to believe that all is 
well. Some aceredited authorities 
state that the C.P.R. were turned 
down cold in favor ofthe C. N. R., 
which is supposed to be about to 
receive all the advantage of the 
Premier’s railway Policy and the 
uarantee of its bonds, whereas the 
C.P.R. stands willing to build any- 
where without a cent of government 
guarantee. 

Tne budget was brought down on 
Thursday afternoon, with only one 
day’s intimation that this would be 
done. When the Premier rose in his 
seat iO present his statement, the 
ex-Premier rose also on a ‘point of 
order and, in loud stentorian tones, 
asked whether it was right that the 
budget should be presented when tne 
‘public accounts for the year 1911 had 
noi been laid before the House. This 
has always been the custom and has 
everything to commend it. It is 
altogether unfair advantage for the 
Premier. to Prepare his budget from 
these very accounts, without first 
presenting them to the House so as 
to enable members to intelligently 
criticise the expenditure of public 
money. Of course the accounts were 
not ready, or more probably there 
was something to hide. The Speaker 
retired with the Clerk of the House 
to consider the point raised by Dr. 
Rutherford, and after about twenty 
minutes interval returned and dia- 
nounced that the point was not 
well taken. It had also been pointed 
out = that the ‘estimates had 
always been laid on, the table in 
priated form two days before the 
budget, but in this case no estimates 
had been distributed.

; west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or. any male over 18 
years old, may. homestead a. quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. he applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by’ proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of threc, years, A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 

in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
- Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date . of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to carn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
triets. Price $3.00° per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Public Service Commission 
Opens Inquiry on 
Temiskaming 


Ottawa, Jan. 22.—The Public Ser- 
vice Commission overhangs the past 
week in Federal politics. It had 
much to do with the debates ; and 
it began its work of investization. 
Let us take these circumstanees in 
reverse order. 

After organizing and doing some 
preliminary feeling about so as to 
familiarize itself wizh the general or- 
wanizaticn of the service the Com- 
mission took up the methods of bus- 
iness pursucd by that huge money- 
spending body, the Public Works De- 
partment, which under Mr. Pugsley 
has disbursed over twenty million 
dollars in one twelve month. Per- 
forming no detective work, but sel- 
ecting one transaction which had 
aroused the attention of the 
Auditor-General, Mr. Morine and his 
fellow commissioners, Mr. Lake and 
Mr. Ducharme, began examining Mr. 
St. Laurent, the Assistant Deputy 
Minster, on oath. 

USEFUL OR MONSTROUS 
SCANDAL. 

The work was the Temiskaming 
Dam, a project for controlling the 
flow of water on the Ottawa river. 
The enterprise if properly carried 
out, would prove useful; with thi> 
exception the work appears as 
monstrous a scandal as the New- 
market canal. Here are the ‘bones 
of the transaction, as at present 
exposed. Proposals were mad- 
for a comparatively modest work, 
a wooden dam, to cost $76,000; on 
that basis the Cabinet sanctioned 


the project and Parliament voted 
money for it. Then the plan- 
were changed and the contractors 


who had successfully tendered for a 
wooden dam were given the work of 
building a concrete dam, no further 
call being issucd for tenders. 
IGNORANT AND CARELESS. 
The cos: of the work so altered in 
character swelled steadily ; it now 
exceeds $250,000 and may reach half 
a million. The transaction is replete 
with instances of ‘carelessness and 
bad business methods. The original 
contract was awarded, for example, 
without the Public Works Depart- 
ment knowing (1) exactly where the 
dam was to be; (2) how deep th: 
water was ; (3) the nature of the 
ground on and in which the work 
must proceed, 
DID NOT KNOW ITS 
REAL NATURE. 
More serious, however, than the 
waste of money and the garelessn. ss 
in points of detail is the circum. 
stance already noted; the way in 
which Government, Parliament and 
country were committed to an ex- 
pensive enterprise without 
nature being made clear. The Laur- 
ier Government was induced to pro- 
vide for a cheap work; it found it 
self landed into an expensive work. 
It set its hand to the plough in ig 
norance of—if not deceived as to— 
the length of the furrow. Mr. Pug- 
sley’s = Department prepared no 
business-like plan of the work, but 
handled it in piecemeal and hayhaz- 
ard fashion. The successive memor- 
anda, orders-in-councél =and— other 
documents in the case are couched 
in a remarkable ambiguity of phrase 
eminently calculated to produce the 
effect actually attained—the cloaking 
of the real nature, scope and cost 
of the enterprise. In short, it is 
wonderfully bad business. 
The first scratch of the Morine 
Commission thus has drawn blood.

AMAZING TASTES IN EATABLES 
RECOUNTED BY A DOCTOR. 


Or. W. Fenwick at Meeting of Lon- 
don Society Tells of Devices to Ex- 
cite an Appetite and of the Disease 
Known’ as Unsatiable Hunger— 
Sword Swallowers Get Attached to 
Their Remarkable Luncheons.

Several extraordinary instances: of 
people who had acquired the habit 
of eating hair, glass, dirt, clothing, 
with evident enjoyment, were men- 
tioned by Dr. W. Fenwick, who gave 
an amazing address at the Institute 
of Hygiene in London on ‘Eccentri- 
cities in Dietary.” Various odd de- 
vices, he said, were resorted to in 
former days to stimulate a flagging 
appetite, such as the drinking of spie- 
ed wines, the droppings of coins or 
cold metal -down the buck, or some. 
times a little exercise or gentle alter. 
eation was indulged in between the 
courses to ‘settle the food in’ the 
stomach,” It became the habit at o 
later period to scratch or fondle the 
Jobe of the right eer to stimulate the 
flow of gastric juice, as the nerve 
which supplies this part of the skin 
lias « direct connection with the great 
nerve of the stomach. 

Dr. Fenwick’s most amazing pas- 
sage concerned those people who sul- 
fered from the disease of “‘insutiable 
hunger.” The earlicst notice of it. 
he said, was to be fuund in the Book 
of Genesis, where Pharaoh consulted 
Joseph about his dream of the fat 
and the lean kine, in which the lean 
kine devoured the fat ones without 
appearing an utom the better for it. 
That exactly described the case of the 
“insatiable hunger” victims. They 
would cat almost anything, yet they 
wers always hungry, lean and_ ili. 
favored. 

The lecturer gave instances. A gir! 
of eight, who ordinarily at table ate 
43 much aus the seven other members 
vf the household put together, on: 
day escaped from her keener in the 
kitchen, where she ate a raw codfish, 
two pounds of kitchen candles and 
severel pounds of butter. A boy yic- 
tim, for purposes of medical observe. 
tions, was allowed twenty-four hour- 
of perfect freedom. He devoured 1% 
pounds of raw meat in that time, be 
sides ctceteras. A third putient, :. 
girl, waa placed in a walled garde: 
of shrubs, so tired had her parent: 
become of her appetite, but love 
laughs at locksmiths, and before sh 
was discovered, she had eaten every 
leaf,*all the small twigs, and ha:' 
started knawing a bough. A fourth 
gase, a boy, on being shut up, ate a}! 
ais clothes. 

With a parting allusion to a lad: 
who escaped into a dairy and ate 2! 
unboiled eggs, 6 pounds of butter anc 
3 pounds of bread, and washing i: 
down with three pints of milk ard 
two bottles of wine before sleep over 
came her, Dr. Fenwick passed on tr 
‘fdiosyncrasy of diet.” 

“Many people,” he said, ‘possess 
an extraordinary relish for commor 
salt. This often has the curious ef 
fect of increasing a person’s weight 
One young lady who devoured im 
mense quantities of salt would in- 
crease as much as ten pounds it 
weight in twenty-four hours, and wa: 
frequently unable to wear a dres- 
which was quite loose for her on th 
previous day. If you can persuad: 
these people not to take salt so muc: 
they get well; if not, they die o! 
dropsy. Many girls will devour slat: 
vencils. chalk, and vinegar becaus: 
nearly all these have at some time o: 
other beautifying properties.” 

Then there were the paper eaters-— 
asually children. They would scrap. 
paper off the walls to satisfy their 
cravings, wut their favorite food was 
newspaper. The effect was the form 
ation of sodden balls of paper on th. 
stomach, which resulted sometime: 
ia appendicitis, consumption of th: 
vowels, and other deadly complaints 
Girl hair-eaters were next referred to 
Young girla got into the habit of chew- 
ing wisps of their own hair, or the 
ends of their “pig-tails’ while read- 
ing, and the habit sometimes per- 
sisted. In the stomach of one wo- 
man was found a ball of hair fou: 
pounds in weight. Dressmakers and 
mattress and mat makers were liable 
tu eat cotton, string, or whatever else 
they might be working with.

A_persun with a ‘leather 
jacket’ inside him will never enjoy 
nimself.”’

clay, dirt, soot. live fish, cte., after 
a time, become regarded as delicacies 
while occasionally the fashion spreads 
through an entire community as wit 
nessed by the dirt-eating epidemict 
described by Hunter. Substances, too, 
which are often taken, in the first 
instance, for amusement, by frequent 
repetition, lead to insatiable desire. 
Tos. sword-swallowers,. knife-eaters, 
glassblowers, and the like not only 
continue their pecullss practice for 
years, but actually get to relish them. 
There is an authentic case of an able. 
bodied seamen who was_ forced ta 
drink out of a pewter pot because il! 
he used a tumbler he never could 
resist the temptation of chewing uf 
the glass and swallowing it after.

GOVERNMENT HAIL INSURANCE 

WILL BE DROPPED, SAYS PRE- 

MIER SIFTON. 


Premier Sifton moved the second 
reading of the Hail Insurance Bill in 
whe House on Monday. 

In ‘an interview given the press. 
the Premier said the drafting of the 
bill had not yet ‘been completed. 
“You can say, however,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘that the bill will give pow- 
er to private companies to conduct 
hail insurance business, and such 
companies will be under government 
supervision. This will prevent the 
field being exploited by crooked com- 
panies, such as was the state of 
affairs when the Territorial Govern- 
ment undertook to insure grain grow- 
ers against loss by hail. In addition 
to the power given to private com- 
panies, rural municipalities will be 
abfe, if they see fit, to levy rates for 
hail insurance. 

“While the government recognizes 
its duty to the farmers, upon whom 
the prosperity of the province de- 
pend, there are two serious, and I 
think sufficient, drawbacks to the 
government carrying on the _ hail 
insurance business. In the first 
place, the government must insure 
everybody ; it cannot pick and choose, 
as can a private company, and as a 
result all who suffer badly from hail 
insure and those who do not have 
hail don’t. Secondly, a government 
cannot canvass for business, whereas 
a private company can place agents 
all over the country to solicit busi- 
ness. 

“The result is that the  govern- 
ment is deeidedly the loser. Saskat- 
chewan dropped i: three years ago, 
whereas Alberta has continued it un- 
til now. During the six years that 
the goverment has been operating 
‘hail insurance, the province has paid 
out $500,000 in compensazion over 
and above the sum received from pre- 
miums. Some years have been more 
expensive than’ others, and in one 
year alone $306,000 was expendcd.

~  Sifton Makes buiget. Sp Speech in Legislature 


and Brings Qown Year's Estimates 


INDEMMITIES ARE INCREASED BY $500 


With only Malcolm McKenzie, J. 
W. Wolf and W. H. Cushing absent 
from the legislature yesterday after 
noon, Premier Sifton introduced thi 
government’s estimates for this yea: 
and began the debate upon the bud 
get. 

There is a quaint formality which 
does not permit the legislators to 
vote money for the people until hi 
miajesty or his majesty’s representa 
tive firs. lets them know how mucl 
he wants with which to run 
things. Therefore, when the pre 
mier said he had a message from his 
honor the lieutenant-governor every 
one in the chamber assumed a polite 
look. of interested concern. The pre 
mier had the missive taken by a pag 
to the clerk of the legislature. He 
scanned the billet-doux before pass- 
ding it up to the speaker. He care- 
fully read it through, then showec 
che proper amount of agitation. 
When he had ealled the legislators to 
their feet, and bade them ‘‘uncover,” 
he read - 

“The lieutenant-governor transmit: 
estimates of certain sums required 
for the service of the province fo 
the twelve months ending Decembe: 
31st, and recommend the same _ tc 
the legislature.” 

The debate on the budget would 
have been begun right there and ther 
by Premier Sifson if Dr. Rutherford 
did not. stentoriously ask to be 
heard upon a point of order. Th 
premier resumed his seat while the 
former premier explained. He con 
sidered that the public accounts fo: 
last year should be laid on the table 
before the new estimates were 
brought down. He did not believe ir 
voting fresh supplies of moncy before 
he knew what had been done with 
those voted last year. 

The speaker took the point with 
him and the clerk into his room, and 
after brief meditation returned to 
say that the motion being put by 
Premier Sifton was in order. 

DR. RUTHERFORD BOWS. 


Dr. Rutherford said he bowed to 
the ruling, and Premier Sifton ‘‘took 
the floor,’’ as they say in Tipperary. 

The premier's speech is given fur- 
ther down in this report. It wil’ 
be noticed he brought smiles to his 
followers by declaring that they 
shall receive an additional session 
al indemnity of $500 each, making 
the allowance each session $1,500: 
and he has recommended that the 
leader of the opposition be placed 
on the same financial footing with 
the speaker. But when the premier 
read out the amounts voted under 
the different heads he omitted to 
include the extra 622,000 needed to 
give the members their additional 
indemnities, for he gave the amount 
under the head of legislation $62,990, 
whereas it ought to be $84,990, as 
indeed, it is printed in the estimat- 
es. It has been pointed out that the 
mistake was excusable, for it is 
said that if the premier had his own 
way the additional indemnity would 
not be voted. It is to placate some 
faltering lieges with a dizposicion to 
bolt the ticket, as the politicians to 
the south say. 

The premicr’s statement also ig- 
nores the $437,500 to be voted under 
the head of ‘‘miscellaneous,’’  al- 
though it is taken into con-idera- 
tion in the sum total he gives of 
the expenditures for this year. 

What the premier said in his 
speech was full of optimism, at 
least. Fle ran over his bye-clection 
campaign list of most of the public 
buildings in the provincé, and drew 
the attention of the legislators to 
the fact that these belong to the 
provinec,' It is curious to notice the 
unending cost which has been incurr- 
ed by some of these structures, as 
has been done in the closing part of 
this report. 

The telephone system commends it- 
self witn repeating commendation in 
the cyes of the premier. He says it 
has been paying its way and is a 
glorious success, even having a_ bal- 
ance of $92,000 to the good at the 
end of last year. Only a few weeks 
ago he told the legislature that of 
the $1,000,000 he then got permi+ 
sion to borrow, $2,000,000 would 
have to go to paying off back debts 
of the telephone system.. Under the 
circumstances the system might well 


-have’‘a balance ;:.but;:.as: the leader 
of the. opposition’ said yesterday, it 
seems. like’ taking money; out of ‘one 
pocket to put it into another. 
‘$15,000,000 IN DEBT. 

The province has got into debt. The 
premier’ acknowledges that now. ,He 
could’ ‘not keep. on as he has been 
doing without getting into debt. The 


leader of the opposition was not}: 


challenged when he declared that Al- 
berta has an-indebtedness of more 
than $15,000,000. 

Natural resources now seem to be 
the only safe harbor for the Sifton 
administration. They are turning 
somersaults in their endeavor to try 
and ‘find out whettier they. will be 
entrusted with the control of the 
province's resonrecs before the people 
find- out about the way things have 
been run and turn the government 
out of power. 

If the Sifton government and its 
supporters have changed their minds 
regarding the proper policy for nat- 
ural resources, all they have :o do, 
as Mr. Michener repeated more than 
once during the debate yesterday 
afternoon, is to go to the pcople, 
and if returned to power the gov- 
ernment will have demonstrated that 
the pcople have enough confidence in 
it to permit tne Dominion govern- 
ment to, entrust the Sifton adminis- 
tration with the control of this 
province’s natural resources. 

“Why don’t you go?’ was the in- 
ference put to the premier by the 
leader of the opposition yesterday. 

Each item of the estimates will be 
discussed now that the house is like- 
ly to go into committee of supply 
after today. It is expected chat the 
attorney-general will “continue — the 
debate this afternoon, and that it 
will be concluded tonight. After the 
estimates have been riddled through 
the legislative sieve, they will be 
referred back again to the house, and 
eventually become the basis of the 
money allowances for the various 
governmental workings of the prov- 
ince this year. 

There is not much contained in 
them for the extension of agricultur- 
al education, with the exception of 
640,000 for building agricultural 
schools. Hail insurance is cut out, 
which will not suit the United Far- 
mers of Alberta. The immigration 
ind colonization vote is cut down. 
Altogether, they make interesting 
reading. A closer analysis of some 
of the votes will be found in the 
fast part of this report. 

“T am pleased,”’ said Premier Sif- 
ton, in moving this motion, ‘‘that 
rhis house do immediately ‘resolve 
itself into committe of supply to be 
granted to His Majesty, that these 
accounts were adjourned over from 
the end of the year, for one reason 
because I think it is due to the 
people of the country that at this 


time we should have a_ statement; 


siven, as there have been various re- 
marks made in she public press, and 
in other ways, in regard to the lia- 
bilities of the province ; a statement 
on the first day of January of the

DEBTOR HUNTING. -. 


The Running Down of Delinquents Is 
a Flourishing Trade. 

Ever has it been the case that the 
most exciting and most fascinating of | 
all sports is man hunting, und the 
debt-collector often. wishes there waa 
less excitement. The matter is mere- 
ly child’s play when it is concerned 
with the inexperienced debtor, but : 
there is no more wily creature than 
the hardened individual who incurs 


\ 
debts in the hope that he will be able | 
to avoid payment. ' 

There is a large number of men in 
this country who depend mainly upon 
chasing debtors for a living, taking 
the opportunity of buying the debts , 
from a tradesman. The tradesman ' 
who has tried in vain to recover debts 
due to him, is glad at last to sell 
these debts as a mere fraction of their 
value. This is the professivnal debt 
buyer’s opportunity and he gambles 
upon the chance that he will be able 
to recover a considerable umount of 
the money. 

Unfortunately, while human nature 
remains as at present constituted, the 
luw is bound to be too hard upon 
well-meaning debtors and too lenient 
upon scamps. As our law stands at 
present a man without immovable as- 
sets can set the law .at defiance. ' 

For instance, when a debt-collector 
resorts to the extreme step of issu- 
ing a warrant for the arrest of the 
culprit, he must serve it upon the 
man before sunset during the working 
days of the week, and he cannot force 
open the doors of a man’s dwelling. 
It follows therefore, that after sunset 
and on Sundays the debtor can walk 
about and snap his fingers under the 
nose of the man who has a warrant 
in his pocket for the debtor’s arrest. 

Every debt-collector knows examples 
of ‘‘wanted” men who in the evening 
walk about the streets as if the place 
belonged to them; it is not unusual 
even for such a man to endeavor to 
get the best personal terms with his 
hunter. All that is necessary is that 
the debtor should take in a sufficient 
stock of commodities, so that during 
the day-time he may have every open- 
ing in the house barred. 

Frequently it is the case that some 


well versed in the law-as they im- 
agine. Take the case of a man who 
had been chased by the debt-collvctors 
for many months. Occasionally ‘hey | 
had seen him in the streets during the | 


day-time, but he had managed to | 


escape by taking to his heels, or by 
the old trick of rushing into a public 
house by one door and out by another. | 

One day, however, the man was | 
caught, and a warrant served upon 
him. He made a very plausible ex- 
cuse of obtaining the money from a 
friend. The man with the warrant 
waited until he was tired outside the 
door of the house into which the 
debtor went, and then found that he 
had been tricked again. 

This debtor turned out of is home 
next Sunday as usual, and coolly 
walked past an officer who held a war. | 
rant when, to his intense surprise, he 
was arrested immediately. The debt 
or, with all his scheming, was not 
aware of the fact that once having 
been arrested he could be re-arrested ! 
at any time, even on Sunday. He | 
paid for his ignorance by going to 
prison. 

In a large number of cases a coolly | 
worded letter to the debtor will affect 
the desired purpose, bringing an early 
remittance; the debtor realizes thut 
the matter is now no longer in the | 

ands of a tradesman who has a: 
business to look after, but is in the 
hands of a man who intends making 
him pay, even through the nose. Us- 
ually in such cases, the debtor sends : 
a long-winded letter, explaining the 
delay in making payment, and ex: ; 

ressing surprise that such steps have 

een taken. In ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred the excuse is the same— ' 
a faulty memory.
